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Summary 

World  production  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L. ) during  1963  is 
estimated  at  168.5  million  pounds,  slightly  above  the  1962  outturn  of  164.2 
million.  Production  in  Asia,  which  comprises  over  90  percent  of  the  world 
output,  approximated  that  of  1962,  while  increases  were  recorded  in  Africa 
and  Latin  America. 

World  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  during  1962  amounted  to  130  million 
pounds,  compared  with  132.3  million  the  previous  year.  India  replaced 
Indonesia  as  the  largest  exporter,  accounting  for  42  percent  of  the  world 
total . 

On  September  21,  1963*  Indonesia,  under  its  policy  of  economic  confrontation 
of  the  newly  established  Malaysia,  broke  off  all  trade  with  member  States. 

This  action  will  undoubtedly  affect  1964  production  and  marketing  patterns, 
as  previously,  Singapore  handled  over  two-thirds  of  Indonesia’s  pepper  exports 
i,  and  over  one-third  of  the  world  entrepot  trade  in  pepper.

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Pepper  is  the  most  widely  used  and  biggest  revenue  earner  of  all  the  condiments. 
The  United  States  is  the  world's  largest  consumer  of  pepper;  1962  imports 
totaled  39.5  million  pounds  valued  at  $13-3  million.  The  USSR,  West  Germany, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  are  also  large  importers,  and  consumption  is  of  signifi- 
cance in  many  producing  countries . 

The  average  wholesale  price  of  black  pepper  (f.o.b.  New  York)  during  1962  was 
36.6  cents  per  pound,  compared  with  the  1957-61  average  of  37-4  cents.  Prices 
through  November  1963  have  shown  some  weakening,  the  11-month  average  being 
33*5  cents  per  pound. 


Production  and  Trade 

Asia:  The  harvest  in  India,  the  world's  largest  producer,  amounted  to  64 

million  pounds,  down  from  the  record  1962  production  of  71*6  million 
but  still  the  second  largest  crop  on  record.  Preliminary  prospects  for  the 
1964  crop  indicate  a slight  increase. 

Exports  during  1962  amounted  to  a record  55-1  million  pounds,  significantly 
above  1961  shipments  of  36*5  million.  The  United  States  was  the  largest  market 
during  1962,  taking  nearly  38  percent  of  the  exports.  Shipments  to  the  Soviet 
Bloc  totaled  14.9  million  pounds,  slightly  above  those  in  the  previous  year. 

Exports  during  the  first  7 months  of  1963  totaled  26.7  million  pounds,  10 
million  less  than  in  the  same  period  a year  earlier.  The  USSR  was  the  largest 
recipient,  taking  7 million  pounds. 

The  West  Bengal  Spice  Dealers'  Federation  is  encouraging  the  enactment  of  an 
act  preventing  adulteration  of  spices.  Spices  are  presently  covered  under  the 
Food  Adulteration  Act  of  1954.  The  Federation  has  proposed  the  following: 

(l)  a sui table  amendment  of  the  Food  Adulteration  Act  to  include  garbling  and 
storing  of  spices  at  the  producing  centers;  (2)  penalties  against  blending  of 
inedible  artificial  colors  and  pigments  with  original  spices;  and  (3)  the 
supplying  through  government  agencies  of  the  preservatives  or  insecticides 
used  for  storing  the  original  produce. 

Compulsory  pre shipment  grading  and  marketing  of  all  black  pepper  exported  from 
India  has  existed  since  January  1,  1963*  Each  package  for  export  now  has  the 
"AGMARK"  label  affixed  to  it  (government  standard  mark  for  quality  grade),  in- 
dicating preshipment  inspection  to  make  certain  the  pepper  meets  standard 
specifications. 

Indonesian  production  is  placed  at  46  million  pounds,  substantially  above  the 
small  1962  outturn  of  35*3  million.  The  area  under  pepper  cultivation  in  the 
North  Lampong  area  of  Sumatra  was  expanded  by  about  4,000  acres  during  1963  to 
a total  of  nearly  acres.  As  an  additional  effort  to  boost  production, 

the  government  is  distributing  insecticides  to  growers.

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The  1964  production  and  marketing  will  he  affected  by  the  recent  break  in  re- 
lations with  the  newly  formed  Malaysia.  Traditionally,  over  two- thirds  of 
Indonesia's  pepper  exports  have  gone  to  Singapore  for  cleaning,  regrading, 
bagging,  and  re-exportation.  But  as  the  result  of  the  embargo  on  all  exports 
and  imports  to  and  from  Malaysia,  effective  since  September  21,  1963,  process- 
ing must  now  be  done  in  Indonesia  and  new  market  outlets  established. 

A free  port  at  Sabang  and  free  zones  at  Belawan,  Tandjung  Priok,  and  Makasar 
are  expected  to  provide  opportunities  for  the  establishment  of  transit  and 
packing,  as  well  as  storage  facilities  for  many  commodities  previously  handled 
by  Singapore  merchants. 

Effective  May  27,  1963,  the  export  rate  of  the  rupiah  per  dollar  was  increased 
from  Rp  45  to  Rp  315*  Exporters  were  permitted  to  use  5 percent  of  the  foreign 
exchange  generated  from  the  sale  for  the  purchase  of  any  imports  and  an  addi- 
tional 10  percent  of  purchase  of  certain  specified  imports. 

During  1962  Indonesian  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  (including  unregister- 
ed shipments  to  Singapore),  at  38*^  million  pounds,  were  down  from  the  previous 
year  because  of  smaller  production  and  a buildup  of  stocks.  A release  of  a 
significant  portion  of  these  stocks  is  reflected  in  the  large  January -May  1963 
shipments  (excluding  unregistered  exports)  of  24.2  million  pounds. 

Sarawak 1 s crop  is  estimated  to  be  smaller  than  the  1962  harvest  of  26  million 
pounds  because  of  heavy  rainfall  and  flooding.  New  plantings  coming  into  full 
bearing  and  more  widespread  use  of  fertilizers  indicate  that  the  1964  crop  will 
be  higher. 

Experiments  in  recent  years  have  shown  that  inorganic  fertilizers  and  trace 
elements  can  be  used  instead  of  the  customary  organic  types  to  give  similar 
yields  at  almost  half  of  the  cost.  The  growing  of  pepper  vines  in  hedges 
instead  of  on  upright  poles  seems  a promising  method  of  increasing  yields. 

Exports  during  1962  amounted  to  25. 9 million  pounds,  slightly  above  those  in 
1961.  Most  of  the  shipments  were  to  Singapore,  which  accounted  for  nearly 
three-fourths  of  the  total.  Exports  during  January- September  1963  were  19*3 
million  pounds,  down  slightly  from  20  million  in  the  same  period  of  1962. 

Imports  of  black  and  white  pepper  into  the  Federation  of  Malaya  and  Singapore 
during  1962  amounted  to  40.7  million  pounds,  down  from  1961  consignments  of 
58.6  million.  Smaller  shipments  from  Sumatra  were  responsible  for  the  decline. 
Imports  during  January- June  1963,  at  3^*6  million  pounds,  were  nearly  3 times 
greater  than  in  the  same  1962  period. 

Exports  of  58.4  million  pounds  during  1962  approximated  those  of  1961.  Con- 
signments during  the  first  6 months  of  1963  amounted  to  31*1  million  pounds, 
compared  with  16.9  million  in  the  January- June  1962  period.

output  of  2.4  million  pounds.  France  and  Algeria  were  the  major 
recipients  of  the  Republic's  1962  exports  of  2.36  million  pounds.  During  the 
first  8 months  of  1963*  exports  totaled  1 million  pounds,  compared  with 
800,000  pounds  in  the  same  1962  period. 

Small  quantities  of  pepper  are  produced  and  exported  from  the  Western  Region 
of  Cameroon  and  from  Nigeria.  Pepper  exports  from  the  Congo  (Leopoldville) 
have  been  insignificant  in  recent  years. 

Latin  America:  Brazilian  pepper  production  in  1963  reached  the  record  level 

of  14  million  pounds  and  early  season  prospects  indicate 
another  large  harvest  in  1964.  Pepper  cultivation  is  centered  in  the 
Guajarine  Region  in  the  State  of  Para,  which  accounts  for  over  90  percent  of 
Brazilian  output. 

Argentina,  the  United  States,  and  West  Germany  continue  to  be  the  major  outlets 
for  Brazilian  pepper  exports.  During  1962  exports  totaled  6.1  million  pounds, 
compared  with  6.5  million  the  previous  year.  The  USSR  entered  the  Brazilian 
pepper  market  for  the  first  time,  purchasing  110,230  pounds. 

Foreign  sales  of  pepper  have  been  temporarily  suspended  because  of  large-scale 
contraband  to  Paramaribo,  Surinam.  Local  pepper  dealers  and  exporters  are 
only  filling  orders  placed  prior  to  October  31*  Contraband  prices  to  producers 
have  been  considerably  above  those  offered  by  local  merchants.  The  first  ship- 
ments of  pepper  from  Surinam,  totaling  33,000  pounds,  reached  the  U.S.  market 
during  October. 


Consuming  Countries 

The  United  States  imported  35*7  million  pounds  of  black  and  white  pepper 
during  January-October  1963*  compared  with  30*5  million  in  the  same  period  a 
year  earlier.  Indonesia  replaced  India  as  the  largest  supplier,  accounting 
for  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  10-month  total.  The  1962  imports,  over  half 
from  India,  consisted  of  36.4  million  pounds  of  black  pepper  and  3*1  million 
of  white. 

The  United  Kingdom  imported  6.9  million  pounds  of  black  and  white  pepper  in 
1962,  slightly  below  1961  imports  of  7-6  million.  Canadian  imports  were  3*8 
million  pounds,  compared  with  3*1  million  in  1961. 
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EEC  Imports  of  pepper  during  1962  totaled  23.6  million  pounds,  13  percent  above 
those  in  the  previous  year.  Imports  by  individual  member  countries  for  1961 
and  1962  were:
